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26. (New)\The rotor magnet according to claim 19, wherein a coating is 
provided on said rfttor magnet. 

27. (New) Th\ rotor magnet according to claim 26, wherein saidcoating 
includes an aluminum phosphate paint.

Please amend claims 1-3 as follows: 

1 . (Twice Amended) A rotor magnet made by [a method comprising the 
steps of] : 

mixing [adding] a magnetic powder comprising SmFeN [to] in a resin 
binder to [form] provide a molding mixture, 

molding the mixture to [form] provide a cylindrically shaped body having 
an outer periphery defining a circumference of said rotor magnet, and 

magnetizing portions of said circumference of said rotor magnet to [form] 
provide at least one North pole and at least one South pole at alternating positions 
along said circumference of said rotor magnet.
